Most of the drawings are on a large scale, the text occupying a com- 
paratively small portion of each page. Pale colours only are used, 
the prevailing tints being green, yellow, pink and red. The drawings 
are truly illustrative, unconstrained and full of life, and the artist’s 
instinct for spaciousness has not been obstructed by his obvious desire 
to illustrate every detail of his subject. The faces are rendered ex- 
pressive by skilful pen-work and the draperies are well handled with 
gradations of local colour sparingly applied. No gold is used.

‘The block-books follow this manuscript closely both as to the 
number of scenes, the subjects, and the characters taking part in them. 
These fore-runners of the “ Ars Moriendi” cuts are especially rare. 
In his introduction to the Holbein Society’s reproduction (1881) of the 
First Edition of the “Ars Moriendi,’ Mr. George Bullen says: 
“ Referring to any MSS. that there might be in the British Museum 
bearing on the subject of the block-books we find that although there 
are some of the “ Biblia Pauperum” and of the “ Speculum humanae 
Salvationis” there appear to be none of the Ars Moriendi except a 
version in some Catalan dialect (3183 Harl.) with miniatures of some 
of the temptations, unfortunately much defaced.”

Behind the 
bed are the Virgin, Christ on the cross and sheep. A group of friends 
or sympathisers are at the side. 


11. The sick man in his last agony. The soul has escaped from the 
body and is received by an angel. 


At the end of the Ars Moriendi drawings is another of the Wheel 
of Life, and the following two leaves contain allegorical drawings; a 
skeleton in its coffin surrounded by figures representing the various 
classes of mankind, a pilgrim and Death, emblematical animals and 
other drawings.

ALLEGORICAL AND EMBLEMATICAL DRAWINGS. The 
last section of the Manuscript (fol. 46-69), 24 leaves, contains over 100 
allegorical and emblematical drawings of a most varied kind, classical, 
theological, and moral, with Latin text. The artist has depicted figures 
of the virtues and vices, illustrative figures of stories from Ovid, Pliny, 
Fulgentius, Boetius and others, Ulysses and the Sirens (fol. 568), and 
other subjects. In many cases the design is elaborate and the 
significance of the artist’s conception is obscure. Two pages at the end 
of the Manuscript (fol. 688-694) contain eight drawings, four of 
waggons drawn by the evangelistic symbols in charge of their Old 
Testament prototypes, and four of similar waggons drawn by sym- 
bolical figures of Vices on horseback. In the first four waggons are 
depicted scenes from the life of Christ, and in the second four are 
figures representing Deadly Sins associated with the symbolical figures 
on the horses. 


It is impossible to do justice here to this most interesting Manu- 
script which is probably unique of its kind. ‘The varied nature of the 
contents suggests that the author-artist conceived the idea of including 
in one comprehensive volume his sum of knowledge, an aim which 
was ever present in the mediaeval mind as is shown by such books as 
the Speculum of Vincent of Beauvais, and similar works. 


There are some slight marginal stains but the general condition of 
the manuscript is very good. It is in its original binding with un- 
trimmed edges. This volume was sold at Wellington Street on 
16th December, 1903 (Snevd collection, lot 35).

HOLOGRAPH LETTER, APPARENTLY UNPUBLISHED, 3 pp. folio, in Spanish, 
written from Buckden, 8th February, 1534, to her nephew the Emperor 
Charles V, with seal. It is almost impossible to exaggerate the interest 
of this touching letter. Iv ENTIRELY RELATES TO THE SUBJECT OF HER 
DIVORCE, and entreats the Hmperor as the only friend she has in the 
world able to aid her to obtain justice. On March 28rd sentence was 
given by the Pope in a secret consistory at Rome that her marriage 
was valid, but the English Parliament had already declared Anne 
Boleyn queen and herself princess dowager. The translation of some 
passages from this remarkable letter are appended: 


Most high and most powerful Lord: it is but a short time since I 
wrote to your Majesty stating my opinion upon the articles which the 
ambassador of the King, my lord and husband, presented to Your 
Majesty; after which the ambassador (Chapuys), who resides here, 
showed to me other articles, which His Holiness sent by his nuncio 
to Your Highness upon the same affair, to which J replied as well as 
appeared to me would suit the good of this [my] cause, avoiding the 
delay which the said articles necessarily bring with them, as I believe 
the said ambassador will have notified to Your Majesty. And, of a 
truth, considering what has, and is taking place respecting the said 
delay, and perceiving that neither the daily offences made to God 
here—which go on the increase—nor my own continual complaints, 
nor the power of Your Highness, are sufficient to induce His Holiness 
to do [me] justice—for I ask nothing else of him—I was almost 
determined not to trouble Your Majesty any more with my letters, 
but entrust the declaration of my Justice to God, and accept this as a 
remedy for my troubles and a consolation for my life. Yet it seemed 
to me as if in so doing I should be tempting God, especially when I 
see that the sin, wherein the King my lord lives, brings about other 
sins every hour, as it would appear from the attempt they have lately 
made, without fear of God, and to the great scandal of all Christen- 
dom against the authority of the Holy See.

ALLEGORICAL AND EMBLEMATICAL DRAWINGS. The 
last section of the Manuscript (fol. 46-69), 24 leaves, contains over 100 
allegorical and emblematical drawings of a most varied kind, classical, 
theological, and moral, with Latin text. The artist has depicted figures 
of the virtues and vices, illustrative figures of stories from Ovid, Pliny, 
Fulgentius, Boetius and others, Ulysses and the Sirens (fol. 568), and 
other subjects. In many cases the design is elaborate and the 
significance of the artist’s conception is obscure. Two pages at the end 
of the Manuscript (fol. 68B-69a) contain eight drawings, four of 
waggons drawn by the evangelistic symbols in charge of their Old 
Testament prototypes, and four of similar waggons drawn by sym- 
bolical figures of Vices on horseback. In the first four waggons are 

. depicted scenes from the life of Christ, and in the second four are 
figures representing Deadly Sins associated with the symbolical figures 
on the horses. 


It is impossible to do justice here to this most interesting Manu- 
script which is probably unique of its kind. ‘The varied nature of the 
contents suggests that the author-artist conceived the idea of including 
in one comprehensive volume his sum of knowledge, an aim which 
was ever present in the mediaeval mind as is shown by such books as 
the Speculum of Vincent of Beauvais, and similar works. 

There are some slight marginal stains but the general condition of 
the manuscript is very good. It is in its original binding with un- 
trimmed edges. This volume was sold at Wellington Street on 
16th December, 1903 (Snevd collection, lot 35).

It is almost impossible to exaggerate the interest 
of this touching letter. Iv ENTIRELY RELATES TO THE SUBJECT OF HER 
DIVORCE, and entreats the Emperor as the only friend she has in the 
world able to aid her to obtain justice. On March 23rd sentence was 
given by the Pope in a secret consistory at Rome that her marriage 
was valid, but the Enghsh Parliament had already declared Anne 
Boleyn queen and herself princess dowager. The translation of some 
passages from this remarkable letter are appended : 


Most high and most powerful Lord: it is but a short time since I 
wrote to your Majesty stating my opinion upon the articles which the 
ambassador of the King, my lord and husband, presented to Your 
Majesty; after which the ambassador (Chapuys), who resides here, 
showed to me other articles, which His Holiness sent by his nuncio 
to Your Highness upon the same affair, to which I replied as well as 
appeared to me would suit the good of this [my] cause, avoiding the 
delay which the said articles necessarily bring with them, as I believe 
the said ambassador will have notified to Your Majesty. And, of a 
truth, considering what has, and is taking place respecting the said 
delay, and perceiving that neither the daily offences made to God 
here—which go on the increase—nor my own continual complaints, 
nor the power of Your Highness, are sufficient to induce His Holiness 
to do [me] justice—for I ask nothing else of him—TI was almost 
determined not to trouble Your Majesty any more with my letters, 
but entrust the declaration of my Justice to God, and accept this as a 
remedy for my troubles and a consolation for my life. Yet it seemed 
to me as if in so doing I should be tempting God, especially when I 
see that the sin, wherein the King my lord lives, brings about other 
sins every hour, as it would appear from the attempt they have lately 
made, without fear of God, and to the great scandal of all Christen- 
dom against the authority of the Holy See.

ALLEGORICAL AND EMBLEMATICAL DRAWINGS. The 
last section of the Manuscript (fol. 46-69), 24 leaves, contains over 100 
allegorical and emblematical drawings of a most varied kind, classical, 
theological, and moral, with Latin text. The artist has depicted figures 
of the virtues and vices, illustrative figures of stories from Ovid, Pliny, 
Fulgentius, Boetius and others, Ulysses and the Sirens (fol, 568), and 
other subjects. In many cases the design is elaborate and the 
significance of the artist’s conception is obscure. Two pages at the end 
of the Manuscript (fol. 68n-694) contain eight drawings, four of 
waggons drawn by the evangelistic symbols in charge of their Old 
Testament prototypes, and four of similar waggons drawn by sym- 
bolical figures of Vices on horseback. In the first four waggons are 

~ depicted scenes from the life of Christ, and in the second four are 
figures representing Deadly Sins associated with the symbolical figures 
on the horses. 


It is impossible to do justice here to this most interesting Manu- 
script which is probably unique of its kind. The varied nature of the 
contents suggests that the author-artist conceived the idea of including 
in one comprehensive volume his sum of knowledge, an aim which 
was ever present in the mediaeval mind as is shown by such books as 
the Speculum of Vincent of Beauvais, and similar works. 


There are some slight marginal stains but the general condition of 
the manuscript is very good. It is in its original binding with un- 
trimmed edges.

Most high and most powerful Lord: it is but a short time since I 
wrote to your Majesty stating my opinion upon the articles which the 
ambassador of the King, my lord and husband, presented to Your 
Majesty; after which the ambassador (Chapuys), who resides here, 
showed to me other articles, which His Holiness sent by his nuncio 
to Your Highness upon the same affair, to which I replied as well as 
appeared to me would suit the good of this [my] cause, avoiding the 
delay which the said articles necessarily bring with them, as I believe 
the said ambassador will have notified to Your Majesty. And, of a 
truth, considering what has, and is taking place respecting the said 
delay, and perceiving that neither the daily offences made to God 
here—which go on the increase—nor my own continual complaints, 
nor the power of Your Highness, are sufficient to induce His Holiness 
to do [me] justice—for I ask nothing else of him—TI was almost 
determined not to trouble Your Majesty any more with my letters, 
but entrust the declaration of my Justice to God, and accept this as a 
remedy for my troubles and a consolation for my life. Yet it seemed 
to me as if in so doing I should be tempting God, especially when I 
see that the sin, wherein the King my lord lives, brings about other 
sins every hour, as it would appear from the attempt they have lately 
made, without fear of God, and to the great scandal of all Christen- 
dom against the authority of the Holy See.
